Vehicle fire

The West Liberty Volunteer Fire De- 
partment responded to an automobile 
fire Saturday afternoon outside Dollar 
General at Index, which threatened to 
ignite the building.

New lime recommendations from 
UK’s College of Agriculture 



Lime recommendations from 
the University of Kentucky Col- 
lege of Agriculture will go into 
effect next month. The existing 
regulations have not worked 
well, so changes were made to 
ensure that farmers receive the 
correct lime amounts needed for 
their fields. 

Soil acidity is one of the big- 
gest soil factors affecting plant 
growth and ultimately crop yield 
and profitability. Most soils in 
Kentucky are naturally acidic so 
periodic applications of lime are 
needed to neutralize acidity and 
maintain crop productivity. Lime 
quality can vary widely depend- 
ing on the chemical properties of 
the stone and the particle size. 
Chemical properties determine 
the amount of acid that can be 
neutralized, while size equates 
how quickly it will dissolve into 
the soil. 

For more than 25 years, lime 
sources in the state have been 
tested by the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to ensure a 
reasonable quality was available 




to farmers. In the past, lime was 
not meeting the minimum stan- 
dards of 80 percent calcium car- 
bonate, 90 percent of particles 
can pass through a 10-mesh wire 
screen sieve and 35 percent can 
pass through a 50-mesh wire 
sieve, was reported to not meet 
the standards. However, banning 
of the product’s sales for not 
meeting the standards has only 
been done through voluntary 
compliance by the crushed stone 
industry. 

Chemical properties and par- 
ticle size are combined into one 
value that quantifies the effec- 
tiveness of the lime. This is called 
the relative neutralizing value of 
RNV. UK’s lime recommenda- 
tions have been based on an as- 
sumed RNV of 67 percent. How- 
ever, the range of purity, fineness 
and RNV has made it difficult to 
get accurate lime recommenda- 
tions from different sources of 
lime. In the past year, 42 percent 
of the lime sources did not meet 
the requirements. Either the fine- 
ness or the purity was below stan-

dard. 

So UK has revised its recom- 
mendation. Under this new pro- 
gram, the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture will sample and 
test the quality factor of ag lime 
sold in the state and provide data 
to UK and others. UK will base 
new recommendations on 100 
percent effective lime or a 100 
percent RNV. 

Because bulk lime rarely is 
100 percent effective, the amount 
of bulk lime needed must be de- 
termined for each lime source 
available, based on RNV. Farm- 
ers can use a simple formula or 
table or table to determine bulk 
lime recommendations. For ex- 
ample, if UK recommends that a 
field needs 1.33 tons per acre of 
100 percent effective lime, and 
the quarry has an RNV of 52, 
then that means 2.5 tons of lime 
per acre will be needed from that 
quarry. The formula for this is 
1.33 tons per acre divided by 52, 
times 100. It will vary depend- 
ing on the source of the lime. 

If a farmer has two choices - 
one with an RNV of 54 and one 
with an RNV of 67, and the rec- 
ommendation is for two tons of 
100 percent effective lime, which 
means 3.5 tons or 3 tons, respec- 
tively, of bulk lime. And if the 
cost is $19 per ton to spread it, 
the price is $33,250 or $28,500 
for 500 acres. Source: Lloyd 
Murdock.

Viable options for forage 
production 




Are there viable options for 
forage production this summer 
with reduced hay crops and dry 
pastures? I wish we had a perfect 
answer, but the options are simi- 
lar to past years. This year may 
be more critical though than other 
years, given the tight hay supplies 
around the country. 

There are two good UK Ex- 
tension resources on using sum- 
mer annuals in a forage system. 
One is using the traditional sum- 
mer annual grasses like pearl mil- 
let and sorghum- sudangrass. The 
other publication discusses recent 
UK research on planting corn for 
late fall/winter grazing. Corn can 
be planted for grazing during the 
growing season, but remember 
corn is a “one crop” forage. In 
other words, it does not regrow 
after summer grazing. Contact 
our office to request free copies 
of AGR 88 - “Producing Sum- 
mer Annual Grasses for Emer- 
gency or Supplemental Forage” 
and AGR 152 - “Grazing Corn: 
An Option for Extending the 
Grazing Season in Kentucky.”

It will be very important to 
plan for the fall and winter. 
Stockpiling will be “money in the 
bank” this year, assuming we get 
timely rains, when it comes to 
having feed supplies for late fall/ 
winter grazing. Nitrogen prices 
are high, but the value of having 
high quality forage available in 
the field will more than pay back 
N costs. Remember that stockpil- 
ing should start in early August 
by grazing or haying the existing 
stands, then applying Nitrogen. 
The other “best option” is using 
small grain crops for late fall/ 
early spring grazing and/or an- 
nual ryegrass. 

Remember that grazing man- 
agement can extend limited pas- 
ture. Rotational grazing and strip 
grazing are techniques that can 
help you use “more of what we 
have.” This will be especially 
important this year when we do 
not have forage to waste.

Special Session Politics

FRANKFORT — Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher has his work cut out for 
him in the next month if he is to 
succeed in convincing skeptical 
Democrats in the General As- 
sembly to give him a bill provid- 
ing huge tax incentives to attract 
coal conversion plants to Ken- 
tucky. 

Those Democrats see the spe- 
cial legislative session Fletcher 
plans to call beginning July 5 as 
nothing more than a political 
ploy to boost Fletcher’s chances 
of being re-elected in November. 

And of course, they’re right. 
Everything Fletcher says and 
does from now until the election 
will be crafted toward helping 
him win a second term in office. 

So from the start, Fletcher has 
the heavy burden of convincing 
the Democrat lawmakers who 
control the House of Represen- 
tatives the need for the tax incen- 
tives is so great that they them- 
selves will rise above politics for 
the good of the commonwealth. 

Good luck. 

After all, those same Demo- 
crats barely three months ago, in 
their regular session, passed and 
sent to the Republican- con- 
trolled Senate coal conversion 
tax incentive legislation similar 
to what Fletcher is now seeking. 
In the final deadlock between the 
House and Senate, the incentive 
legislation never made it to the 
Senate floor for a vote. 

At the time, Fletcher was 
locked into a heated primary 
battle for his party’s renomina- 
tion and spent much of that regu- 
lar session on the road raising 
campaign cash and handing out 
state cash at county courthouses 
and city halls across the state. 

His critics point out that he 
wants now what he was too busy 
to work for three months ago. 

And Fletcher’s case for pub- 
lic investment in coal conversion 
plants didn’t get any help last 
week when Republican U.S. 
Senator Jim Bunning and Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell couldn’t get public 
subsidies for coal conversion in- 
cluded in federal legislation. 

If the federal government isn’t 
going to subsidize these massive 
and expensive conversion facili- 
ties, why should Kentucky tax- 
payers? And lacking federal sup- 
port, are the plants feasible eco- 



nomically even with Kentucky 
taxpayer support in the form of 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
tax incentives? 

That’s a big question Fletcher 
must answer. 

Despite his experience in the 
General Assembly and Congress, 
Fletcher hasn’t shown much tal- 
ent for shepherding legislation 
through the House and Senate 
here. In this special session, he 
already has broken the cardinal 
rule that you have all the prover- 
bial ducks lined up before setting 
a date and agenda for a special 
session. 

That means specific legisla- 
tion drawn up and agreed to by 
the leaders of both chambers. It 
prevents protracted writing and 
rewriting of bills, haggling in 
committees and delays that can 
turn a $60,000-a-day session into 
chaos. 

And you don’t load up the ses- 
sion agenda with a lot of extra- 
neous issues that may be politi- 
cally helpful but will only infu- 
riate the opposition to take re- 
venge on the key issue of the ses- 
sion, incentives for coal conver- 
sion plants. 

That’s especially true if 
Fletcher is tempted to try to pass 
bills overturning domestic part- 
ner benefits of state universities 
or funding for hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in mostly univer- 
sity building projects Fletcher 
vetoed last year. 

Democratic lawmakers are 
not going to give Fletcher four 
months of handing out oversized 
checks on university campuses 
all over the state, and if he tries, 
he will only come out looking 
weak and politically inept. 

The truth is that Fletcher has 
hitched his political wagon to an 
issue — converting coal into a 
synthetic fuel — most Kentuck- 
ians know absolutely nothing 
about and probably care even 
less. He also leaves himself vul- 
nerable to criticism for giving tax 
money away to big business at a 
time when the state retirement 
systems are in deep financial 
trouble, the schools are 
underfunded and the roads are 
full of potholes. 

In fact, if the governor really 
wants to get the voters’ attention, 
he’ll call lawmakers back to the 
Capitol next month to do just that 
— appropriate big bucks to fill 
some of those potholes.

Accept bid for two 
police cruisers from 
local dealership

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil voted to repeal the annual city 
sticker tax at its regular meeting 
Monday evening, following the 
passage of a city payroll tax dur- 
ing a special meeting earlier this 
month. 

Council members voted to 
dispense with the repeal’s first 
reading, and then voted unani- 
mously to lift the $10 city sticker 
fee for those who live and/or 
work in West Liberty city limits. 

In other business, the council 
heard a civic organizations re- 
quest from Kiwanian Danny 
McKenzie, who asked the coun- 
cil to provide partial funding for 
an ice machine to be used at lo- 
cal youth facilities including the 
Kiwanis pool and little league 
fields. 

“There are several concession 
stands at our youth parks that we 
have to transport ice to,” 
McKenzie said. “We need a 500- 
pound commercial grade ice ma- 
chine for these facilities, and ask 
the city to provide half the 
machine’s cost of $3,200- 
$3,500.”

Local emergency services 
were spread thin last Thursday 
evening (June 14) when five 
people were injured in an auto- 
mobile accident near the intersec- 
tion of routes 7 and 1161, with 
two people being transported to 
UK via helicopter. 

Sheriff’s Deputy Kenny Dulin 
said Timmy Patrick, of West Lib- 
erty, was headed north in his 
Chevrolet S-10 pickup on Route 
7 when a group of people from 
Bath and Rowan counties headed 
south lost control of their car in 
a curve and hit Patrick head on 
at approximately 6:57 p.m. 

“The car’s driver probably 
lost control because the road was 
wet,” Dulin said. “Of the four 
people in the car, one was from 
Bath County and the other three 
were from Rowan County. Their 
names and other personal infor- 
mation were unavailable.” 

The car’s occupants received 
multiple injuries including head 
and chest injuries as well as open 
fractures, for which two of whom 
were airlifted to UK by PHI He- 
licopter, of Morehead, and 
Lifenet, of Mt. Sterling.

After discussion, the council 
voted to delay the issue to allow 
civic groups to also confer with 
the local tourism committee 
about funding, and to compare 
prices among manufacturers. 

Council members awarded a 
blacktop bid to Standafer Build- 
ers at $56 per ton, and voted to 
approve the first reading of a 
cable franchise ordinance renew- 
ing the city’s contract with cable 
provider Time Warner, as Time 
Warner representative Carla 
Deaton was in attendance. 

A zoning change request of 
residential to business from land- 
owner Jimmy McKenzie regard- 
ing a property on Broadway 
Street was also approved for 
Morgan-Franklin LLC to relo- 
cate its offices into a house on the 
property. 

The council also heard a re- 
port from Police Chief Kelse 
Hensley, who updated members 
on the department’s efforts to 
purchase two new police cruis- 
ers. 

“We have looked at local 
dealerships’ prices as well as the 
state contract price,” Hensley 
said. “The state contract price is 
$17,500 apiece for two new 2006 
Chevrolet Impalas from a deal- 
ership in Louisville. Morgan

Director Jimmy Conley, who was 
at the scene, said the remaining 
car occupants were transported to 
Morgan County ARH via ambu- 
lances manned by off-duty em- 
ployees who initially responded 
to the accident as volunteer res- 
cue squad members. 

“Two of our crews were gone 
to Morehead on runs,” Conley 
said. “One crew responded from 
headquarters, while four off-duty 
employees responded in two 
other ambulances. The two crews 
gone to Morehead also re- 
sponded on the way back from 
St. Claire Regional Medical Cen- 
ter, which made a total of five 
ambulances on the scene.” 

Conley said Patrick, who was 
also injured, refused care at the 
scene. 

The Morgan County Ambu- 
lance Service generally staffs two 
paramedic crews on stand-by at 
all times, with call-in crews also 
available for a total of six ambu- 
lances. 

“I would like to thank all off- 
duty employees and volunteers,” 
Conley said. “With their assis- 
tance we were able to remove all 
patients from the scene within 30 
minutes of arrival. Their service 
is greatly appreciated.” 

Responding agencies in- 
cluded the Morgan County Am- 
bulance Service, Morgan County 
Rescue Squad, Hwy. 519 Volun- 
teer Fire Department, Morgan 
County Road Department, Mor- 
gan County Sheriff’s Department 
and West Liberty Police Depart- 
ment.

Jeff Norman ready to build 
on good foundation at MCH

‘Players know what 
it takes to win,’ says 
new head coach

For years, Jeff Norman’s 
dream has been to be a high 
school head football coach. And 
for more than a decade, he paid 
his dues - whether it be volun- 
teering in youth football leagues 
or as a high school assistant. 

Then just two weeks ago, that 
dream finally became reality. Af- 
ter a couple of misfires in hiring 
a new coach, Morgan County 
landed Norman to succeed 
Randy Wood, who revived a 
Cougar program that had 
struggled for the better part of 20 
years. For Norman, it is the op- 
portunity to build on a solid foun- 
dation. 

‘They’ve got a winning pro- 
gram established here and it’s my 
job to build from that,” Norman 
said during an interview this 
week. “I’m excited about work- 
ing with the kids and watching 
them grow. My philosophy is that 
you work hard enough to out- 
work everybody else. That’s 
what wins football games.” 

Norman is certainly no 
stranger to winning. He was a 
standout offensive guard and de- 
fensive lineman in the late 1980s 
for Coach Phillip Haywood at 
Belfry High School. After being 
involved for years with youth 
football in Morehead and serv- 
ing as assistant coach at Rowan 
County High School, Norman ac- 
companied former Viking coach 
Doug Preston to Louisville West- 
ern. In 2006, Western averaged 
nearly 40 points per game, win- 
ning nine in a row before finish- 
ing 10-2 and advancing to the 
state playoffs. 

Norman says the news of his 
hiring at Morgan County made 
him “the happiest guy in the 
world.” But that happiness soon 
took a hit with the news that his 
eldest son, Brett, along with four 



others, had been involved in a se- 
rious car accident near West Lib- 
erty. 

“You go from being on cloud 
nine because of your new job to 
worried sick about the well-be- 
ing of your son and the others 
involved,” Norman said. 

Thankfully, all five escaped 
with their lives. Brett has just 
been released from the hospital 
and fitted with a halo device to 
stabilize his neck. He had signed 
to play football at Morehead State 
this fall, but will now file for 
“redshirt” status. Doctors tell the 
Norman family that Brett has “a 
50-50 chance” of playing again. 
Until that time, he will accom- 
pany his father on the sidelines 
at Morgan County as an assistant 
coach. 



“It will be good having Brett 
down there with me,” Norman 
said in discussing his son. “He 
knows his stuff and will be an 
asset to the program.”

Despite the late start, num- 
bers have been in the 20s for 
practice - all with positive atti- 
tudes and the willingness to work 
hard.

When Morgan County began 
its search for a new football 
coach, Jeff Norman’s name was 
not even on the radar.

MORGAN COUNTY SCHOOL REPORT 
TWO YEARS ENDING JUNE 30, 1911 

While the schools of Morgan County are not what they should be 
yet the one consolidated, four graded and seventy-four ungraded 
schools of this county are doing excellent work. We have built schools 
of this county are doing excellent work. We have built, since Janu- 
ary, 1910, eighteen new school houses, and bought over $400.00 
worth of new desks. Nearly every district in the county will have a 
good school house by the end of the year. The people are taking 
much interest in the election of trustees. We have made much im- 
provement in both trustees and teachers, in the last twelve months. 

West Liberty, the county seat, has a first-class High School in 
charge of well trained teachers, who are doing excellent work. Can- 
nel City graded school has an up-to-date school building, 379 pu- 
pils, and an earnest corps of teachers doing a great educational work. 
Caney and Malone each have a graded school, but working under 
some difficulties. Crockett has a consolidated school of 187 pupils 
and will run nine months this year. 

The future prospects for Morgan County, both financially and 
educationally, are brighter than ever before. Three railroads have 
already touched our county and prospects are good for more in the 
near future. 

Give us a compulsory law that will compel, and all will be well.

The above is from a copy of the Biennial Report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction of Kentucky For The Two Years End- 
ing June 30, 1911, and was submitted by Edwin R. Benton of Caney. 
The volume contained reports submitted by the superintendents of 
each of Kentucky’s school districts. Included with each report is a 
photo of the superintendent. However, there was no picture of Supt. 
Barker with the Morgan County report. The above photo of Supt. 
Barker was located for Edwin by Dale Sheets of Woodsbend. 

Other interesting facts from the state superintendent’s biennial 
report: The student enrollment in Morgan County schools in 1911 
was 4,819 (more than twice the district’s current enrollment) and 
there 1,014 who were of school age but not enrolled. Hence the plea 
in the above report for a compulsory attendance law. 
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Deer fawns are best left alone; 
handling is against state law 



This time of year is deer fawn- 
ing season, and many people 
come across baby deer while 
mowing fields or working their 
yards. While it may be tempting 
to handle a fawn that appears 
abandoned, leaving wildlife 
alone is not only the best thing 
for the animal, but it is also the 
law. 

“When people find a fawn that 
they think is abandoned, virtually 
all of the time that is not true,” 
said David Yancy, senior wildlife 
biologist for the Kentucky De- 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “The mother is usu- 
ally 100 yards away or closer. 
You just can’t see her.” 

Female deer give birth in May 
and June, with the peak of fawn- 
ing occurring in the first two to 
three weeks of June. Deer fawns 
are six to eight pounds at birth 
and have hundreds of white spots 
to conceal them from predators. 
They are also born scentless and 
stay bedded during their first few 
weeks of life, with twins and trip- 
lets bedded separately. Their 
mother often leaves them for 
hours at a time to feed and keep 
potential predators’ attention 
away from her young. She re- 
turns later to feed and care for her 
young. All of this is nature’s way 
of taking care of its own. Humans 
should not interfere. 

“If you are cutting hay or 
mowing and the fawn is in your 
way, look around and see if there 
is a part of the field that you will 



not be getting to today, or a tree, 
and move it over there,” Yancy 
said. “What you shouldn’t do is 
pick it up, bring it to us or keep 
it. What you’ve done is either 
killed it or condemned to a life 
of captivity.” 

Deer often cannot be released 
once taken into captivity, because 
they lack the survival skills 
needed to live in the wild and 
have come to associate people 
with food. Deer fawns may not 
survive if taken from the wild, 
and often cannot be returned suc- 
cessfully because they mother 
has given up searching for her 
young. 

Landowners who mow their 
fields this time of year just to 
keep the grass low can help by 
delaying mowing until mid-July. 
By that time fawns are old 
enough to stand and run from the 
oncoming mower. If mowing in 
mid- July is too late for the land- 
owner, delaying even until the 
first of July can help give fawns 
time to grow stronger. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
does not issue permits for people 
to keep deer they find in the wild. 
Those who ignore the law are 
subject to citation, fines and may 
have their deer confiscated. The 
same rule applies to people who 
find a young deer in another state 
and want to bring it back to Ken- 
tucky. Bringing live deer into this 
state is a felony. The law was 
toughened last year because the 
importation of live deer threatens 



the state’s deer herd with disease. 

Keeping a deer for a pet is not 
a good idea. 

“It’s one of those things that 
almost always ends badly,” 
Yancy said. “They go from about 
seven pounds to about 100 
pounds in a year. They can hurt 
you without meaning to.” 

Deer are not the only ones giv- 
ing birth this time of year - most 
wild animals have their young 
during the spring and early sum- 
mer months. People come across 
not only deer fawns but all kinds 
of other young wildlife. The 
same guidelines that apply to 
deer fawns apply to all wildlife: 
it’s best to leave them alone. Hu- 
mans are poor substitutes for 
nature’s care. 

Sometimes people come 
across injured wildlife. The only 



people who are permitted to hold 
and rehabilitate injured wildlife 
are license rehabilitators. These 
professionals are trained to 
handle injured wildlife safely and 
take the best course of action for 
the animal. People should not 
bring injured wildlife to the 
Salato Wildlife Education Cen- 
ter in Frankfort. If you find an in- 
jured animal, call Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife at 1-800-858-1549 
or log on to fw.ky.gov to find a 
licensed rehabilitator near you. 

The best way to care for wild- 
life during this important season 
is to leave animals alone. A cam- 
era or a pair of binoculars is a 
great way to enjoy wildlife with- 
out disrupting them. You will be 
doing Mother Nature a favor.

New laws go into effect this week 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - New 
laws approved during the Ken- 
tucky General Assembly’s 2007 
session went into effect on June 
26. 

Among the measures slated to 
take effect that day are laws that 
will raise the minimum wage, 
make human trafficking a felony 
and give the Transportation Cabi- 
net authority to raise speed limits 
on interstate highways and park- 
ways.

says that legislation approved by 
the General Assembly goes into 
effect as state law 90 days after a 
legislative session ends, unless a 
bill specifies a different effective 
date as soon as it is signed by the 
governor. 

New laws going into effect on 
June 26 include measures on the 
following issues: 

• Assistance dogs. Senate Bill 
23 will prohibit the denial of 
emergency medical treatment to 
an assistance dog because of a 
handler’s inability to pay prior to 
treatment. 

• Deceptive business practices. 
HB 246 will prohibit flower 
shops from misrepresenting their 
business locations in telephone 
directories. 

• Human trafficking. SB 43 
takes aim at human trafficking by 



making it a felony in Kentucky 
to force someone into labor, do- 
mestic work or the sex trade. 

• Jury duty. SB 111 will allow 
a mother who is breastfeeding a 
child to be excused from jury 
duty. 

• License plates. HB 390 will 
eliminate all fees for special Gold 
Star Mothers license plate that are 
available to mothers who lost a 
son or daughter in service to the 
United States. 

• Methamphetamine lab 
cleanup. HB 94 will establish 
standards and procedures for au- 
thorities to follow to ensure 
proper cleanup of the toxic mate- 
rials left behind by illegal meth- 
amphetamine labs. 

• Minimum wage. HB 305 will 
increase the current minimum 
wage of $5.15 by $2.10 over the

next two years. The legislation 
requires that the state’s minimum 
wage increase to $5.85 on June 
26; $6.55 on July 1, 2008; and 
$7.25 on July 1, 2009. If the fed- 
eral minimum wage is increased 
beyond the amounts called for in 
HB 305, Kentucky’s minimum 
wage will mirror the federal level. 

• Military burial. HB 280 will 
require that a funeral director in- 
volved in arrangements for a de- 
ceased veteran provide a fact 
sheet stating military burial 
rights. 

• School bus safety. HB 230 
will prohibit school bus drivers 
from using cell phones while 
transporting students. Exceptions 
would be made for drivers with- 
out two-way radios who need to 
communicate with their dispatch- 
ers and in times of emergency. 

• Sex offender registry. SB 65 
will require registered sex offend- 
ers to include their e-mail, instant 
message and other Internet iden- 
tities on the state’s sex offender 
registry. 

• Speed limits. SB 83 will al- 
low the Transportation Cabinet to 
increase the speed limits on 
interstates and parkways in Ken- 
tucky to 70 miles per hour in ar- 
eas where it is determined that 
vehicles can travel safely at that 
speed. 

• Veterans' families. HB 128 
will expand the eligibility for edu- 
cation benefits available to fam- 
ily members of deceased or dis- 
abled veterans.

The following is the first of a 
planned series of articles hy lo- 
cal historian, Tony Adkins, that 
will be published from time, deal- 
ing with the Civil War as it might 
have been experienced by an ad- 
venturous Morgan County non- 
combatant reporter for his home- 
town newspaper. Some literary 
license has been taken in regard 
to The Mountain Scorcher, which 
was not established until some 
years after the war. 

April 1 st, 1 862 — Today I was 
summoned to report to the office 
of the Mountain Scorcher. I was 
told that Mr. Thornly, editor of 
the Scorcher, wanted me there as 
soon as possible. I entered the 
office expecting to be assigned 
to cover another social event in 
West Liberty. When I entered I 
saw Mr. Thornly and co-editor 
Colonel John Tom Hazelrigg in 
the dimly lit smoke filled room. 
Mr. Thornly informed me that he 
wanted me to head for Virginia 
as soon as feasible and catch up 
with Captains Hiram Hawkins, 
Jack May and A and C Compa- 
nies of the 5th Kentucky Infan- 
try. I was to keep him informed 
of their whereabouts and ex- 
ploits. Many Morgan County 
men are part of the units, includ- 
ing some of my Adkins cousins. 

This being April Fools Day I 
wondered if this was a prank at 

Storm downs trees, 
property in Lacy 
Creek area Sunday 

Numerous trees were felled 
and some buildings were dam- 
aged by a fast-moving thunder 
storm that passed through the 
Jones Creek - Cottle - Lacy 
Creek area late Sunday after- 
noon. 

A barn reportedly was blown 
down in the Jones Creek area. On 
Lacy Creek, the unoccupied resi- 
dence of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Elbert Nickell was damaged by 
a falling tree, a utility building 
on the property of Billy Conley 
was blown from its foundation, 
and numerous trees were downed 
on Lacy Creek and on Contrary 
Fork and Pelfrey Fork, blocking 
traffic. 

The E-911 officials said they 
received no other reports of sig- 
nificant damages from the hit- 
and-miss storms that swept 
through the county Sunday 
evening. 



my expense. I have pestered Mr. 
Thornly time and again to let me 
go along with the 5th and to re- 
port back to him. No sirree, he 
would have no part of it. I en- 
listed in the Confederate Army at 
Mt. Sterling just after the open- 
ing of hostilities last year but my 
severe nearsightedness led to my 
discharge soon after. I was away 
at the time Bull Nelson and his 
Yankee troops skirmished with 
Jack May’s men of A Company 
in West Liberty last October. All 
I could find to report on when I 
returned was a few holes made 
by cannon balls near the intersec- 
tion of Main Street and the 
Salyersville Road. Nelson’s 
troops had fired on Confederate 
troops in town from the bluffs 
across the river. Company A re- 
tired along the Salyersville Road 
heading east in the direction of 
Prestonsburg and so ended the 
battle. Word came later of a battle 
at Ivy Mountain in Floyd County. 
I was ready to head out then but 
Mr. Thornly would not agree. 
Again in January of this year 
travelers heading west told of a 
battle at Middle Creek in Floyd 
County. It looked as if the war 
would be over before I could get 
there. I felt that there was no use 
beating a dead horse but refused 
to give up. I thought I had earned 
my way out of the position as Mr. 
Thornly ’s “printer’s devil” but 
maybe not. 

I was tired of writing about 
Mr. Caskey’s cow getting into 
Mr. Johnson’s corn patch or cov- 



ering the society news of West 
Liberty. I had no means to strike 
out on my own, but what was a 
fledgling reporter to do? I pon- 
dered on a way to achieve my 
goal. One warm day in March I 
was walking down Main Street 
and spotted Colonel John T. 
Hazelrigg sitting in a rocker on 
the porch of the Tavern. 

He was a fine, well respected 
gentleman and I was somewhat 
timid about approaching him. I 
knew that he had hauled a hand- 
operated printing press from Mt. 
Sterling a few years ago to start 
our newspaper. Surely he would 
see the need to provide news 
about the war to our citizens. I 
finely got up the courage to step 
onto the porch and cleared my 
throat to get his attention. He 
raised his hat from over his eyes 
and squinted in the morning sun. 
He said “Good morning, Mr. 
Adkins, what is on your mind this 
morning?” I was skittish as I be- 
gan to explain my predicament 
and woes. He listened patiently, 
nodding in agreement as I spoke. 
He arose from the rocker and 
towered above me, looking all 
the more intimating. He was 
dressed in his usual black frock 
coat and silk top hat. His fine 
linen shirt was white as freshly 
fallen snow and his black riding 
breeches were tucked into knee 
length riding boots. How he kept 
the boots so clean and black on 
our muddy streets was a mystery 
to me. He said, “I think that your 
proposal is excellent and would 



be a boost to our paper and the 
morale of Morgan County. I will 
speak directly to Mr. Thornly 
about the matter.” He was every 
bit the gentleman that I thought 
he was and I felt some better 
about my possibilities. He 
stepped down from the porch and 
rounded the corner of the Tavern 
in the direction of the Scorcher’s 
office. I walked down Main 
Street toward our small house on 
Spring Branch, pondering on the 
morning’s events. Could I hope 
against hope that I would get the 
chance to be on hand as history 
was being made? My most press- 
ing concern was how to tell my 
wife Cassandra about my plans 
and the possibility of being away 
maybe for months. We have been 
married for only a few years and 
this might not be too well re- 
ceived. I decided to wait until I 
had word from Mr. Hazelrigg 
before bringing the matter up. 
March came and went and I had 
just about given up. On the morn- 
ing of April 1st, as I stated ear- 
lier, my situation changed for the 
better. 

I slowly opened the door to 
the office of the Mountain 
Scorcher, peered into the dimly 
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Old Dock 

lit room and entered. Mr. Thornly 
was dressed in his usual dark cor- 
duroy pants and white shirt with 
blue pinstripes. His sleeves were 
rolled up to the elbows and his 
eye shade was pulled down close 
over his eyes. His hands were 
smudged with printer’s ink as he 
feverishly set type for the next 
edition. He had his teeth clamped 
down tightly on one of his stubby 
cigars as he puffed away, filling 
the room with obnoxious clouds 
of foul smelling smoke. He 
squinted and began by telling me 
he had not been clear about my 
request until Mr. Hazelrigg en- 
lightened him on the matter. 

It was true; I am getting the 
chance to prove myself as a re- 
porter! I am to use my own horse 
and would be paid $10.00 a 
month plus a small allowance for 
provisions. I was to pick up my 
supplies from Mr. John W. 
Hazelrigg ’s mercantile down the 
street. I was to be careful on my 
journey and to look out for 
“bushwhackers and home 
guards.” 

It was no April Fool’s prank 
after all and I could hardly wait 
to get started. Mr. Hazelrigg was 
tinkering with the iron Washing- 
ton hand press as Mr. Thornly 
talked. He walked back to a desk 
in the rear of the room as he con- 
tinued listening to the conversa- 
tion. He reached into a drawer 
and pulled out a .36 caliber 1851 
Colt Navy revolver. He said, “It 
is better to have this and not need 
it than to need it and not have it.” 
He cautioned me to be wary of 
whom I associated with and 
wished me “God speed.” 

I practically ran to the mercan- 
tile with my letter of credit from 
Mr. Thornly. I would have to 
travel light but needed enough to 
last until I reached the 5th 
Kentucky’s encampment some- 
where near Lebanon, in Russell 
County, Virginia. I entered the 
store and saw Mr. J. W. Hazelrigg 



standing behind the counter. The 
store smelled of leather, tobacco, 
dry goods and various other 
items. I explained why I was 
there as I handed him the letter 
of credit. He suggested three 
pounds of bacon, a sack of hard- 
tack and one of com dodgers, and 
three air tights of peaches. The 
pile became higher as he placed 
the items on the counter. We 
added a pound each of sugar, cof- 
fee and salt. I asked for a pound 
of black powder, a bag of .36 cali- 
ber pistol balls and a box of per- 
cussion caps. He put a piece of 
oilcloth and a bag of oats for my 
horse on the pile. Mr. Hazelrigg 
suggested a flint and tinder kit for 
building fires. He put in a small 
bag of sweets gathered from jars 
on the counter as a favor to me. I 
made my way down Main Street 
with my load in the direction of 
our house. Now all I had to do 
was explain to Cassandra why 
this was a good idea. 

I laid my plunder on the porch 
and as I entered the house our 
five year old Mary and two year 
old Elizabeth ran to meet me. The 
aroma of a home cooked meal 
filled the house and I wondered 
when I would have another. We 
sat down at our small table and I 
asked the blessing before we be- 
gan. After some small talk I 
blurted out the news about my 
assignment from Mr. Thornly. 
Cassandra said that she suspected 
that I had finally worn him down 
and if I really felt that this was 
important to go ahead. All of my 
worry was for naught. We spent 
the afternoon packing my sup- 
plies into saddlebags. 

We rolled extra clothing, a 
slicker and blanket into the oil- 
cloth and secured it with leather 
straps. I wrote out instructions to 
give to Mr. Thornly in the event 
that I met an unfortunate end 
while on my journey. My $10.00 
salary is to be paid to Cassandra 
while I am away. After further 
discussion we decided that she 
and the girls would go with me 
as far as White Oak and they 
would spend a few weeks with 
her family there at the May resi- 
dence. She is a descendent of 
Caleb May of the Magoffin 
County May family. We decided 
to leave early the next morning. 

I was up early and eager to get 
started. I left the house without 
awakening Cassandra and 
headed for the livery behind the 
Tavern. I made arrangements to 
borrow a spring wagon to take as 
far as White Oak. Mr. Walsh 
brought the wagon out after 
hitching up the horse. I led out 
my horse, “Old Dock,” and tied 
him to the back of the wagon and 
threw my 1 847 Grimsley saddle 
into the wagon. I entered the 
Scorcher’s office and gave Mr. 
Thornly my written instructions 
and said goodbye. He gave me 
several notepads, pencils and an 
oilcloth pouch to keep them in. I 
rounded the corner and entered 
the Tavern, having been tanta- 
lized by the aroma of breakfast 
being prepared. I ordered four 
freshly baked cathead biscuits 
filled with thick slices of smoked 



bacon. Mrs. Walsh wrapped them 
in newsprint and I was ready to 
begin. This would be our meal as 
we traveled to White Oak. I drove 
the wagon to our house and 
loaded my saddlebags and kit 
into the wagon. Cassandra was 
up and had their things ready to 
load into the wagon. The morn- 
ing was chilly and the girls were 
snuggled in blankets as we be- 
gan our journey that would hope- 
fully lead me into Virginia. The 
rays of the sun poked through the 
mist like giant fingers and prom- 
ised a warm spring day. We 
turned left onto Garrett Highway 
and headed out of town. We 
passed Mr. Caskey’s blacksmith 
shop as we left the limits of West 
Liberty. Smoke was already ris- 
ing from his forge as he prepared 
for the day’s work. 

The spring wagon bounced 
along the road, such as it was. It 
was merely an “improved” cow 
path in some places. We could 
see deep ruts in the road left by 
Nelson’s wagons and cannon car- 
riages as he followed Jack May’s 
troops last October. I hoped to 
follow the same route to Licking 
Station where I would take the 
Pound Gap Road through 
Prestonsburg, Piketon and into 
Virginia. We passed the fine log 
house belonging to Robert Day 
as we traveled east of town along 
the river. Spring was evident at 
the Day home with Easter lilies 
and redbuds in full bloom. 

We crossed the river at the 
ford above town without diffi- 
culty and made good time in spite 
of road conditions. We enjoyed 
the warm morning sun and 
feasted on our biscuits and cold 
milk in a meadow beside the 
river. Old Dock seemed content 
as he plodded along behind the 
wagon. About noon we topped a 
small rise and the small village 
of White Oak lay before us. 
White Oak was a spamm com- 
munity consisting of the White 
Oak Christian Church, a store 
and a few houses. Cassandra be- 
came more anxious as her fam- 
ily home came into view. We 
turned onto the dirt road that led 
up Shingle Tree Branch to the 
May house. As we stopped next 
to the house Allen May and his 
wife Ida came out the door. Tho- 
mas’ parents, John and Elizabeth, 
sat on the porch in rockers. In- 
side the house we found 
Cassandra’s parents, Robert 
“River Bob” May and wife Ofra. 
It is rumored that “River Bob” 
got his name from riding the river 
boats of the Mississippi to 
Natchez and New Orleans. I 
wonder how many men have met 
their demise from his long bar- 
reled .44 Army revolver. I have 
never been one to ask him many 
questions about such rumors. 
From the good smells coming 
from the kitchen it appeared that 
we were in time for the noon 
meal. Allen unhitched the horse 
and led it toward the barnyard. I 
followed with Old Dock as a mini 
reunion was held on the porch. 
After a meal of fried chicken and 
all the fixings the afternoon was 
spent catching up on all the fam- 
ily news. Early the next morning, 
April 3rd, I brought Old Dock out 
of the barn and hitched him to the 
gatepost. After breakfast I put the 
old Grimsley on him and threw 
the saddle bags across his back. 
I tied the oilcloth roll and a sack 
of biscuits and ham from Mrs. 
May behind the saddle and was 
ready to go. I had decided that 
being a non-combatant I would 
be better off to go unarmed in 
case I was stopped by Yankees 
or Home Guards. I left the Colt 
Navy, powder, balls and caps 
with Allen and asked him to re- 
turn them to Mr. Hazelrigg when 
Cassandra returned home. I de- 
cided to leave at 8 o’clock as I 
had many miles to travel. I left 
amid hugs and tears and well 
wishes. I stopped at the end of 
the lane and turned for one last 
look at Cassandra as she stood by 
the gate; she sure looked pretty 
in the morning sun.
